DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . This application is claiming the benefit of prior-filed nonprovisional application 
No. 08/922,905 and No. 08/699,998, and their provisional applications under 35 U.S.C. 
120, 121, or 365(c). Copendency between the current application and the prior 
application is required. Since the applications are not copending, the benefit claim to 
the prior-filed nonprovisional application is improper. Applicant is required to delete the 
reference to the prior-filed application from the first sentence(s) of the specification, or 
the application data sheet, depending on where the reference was originally submitted, 
unless applicant can establish copendency between the applications. Therefore, the 
effective filing date considered for this application is September 26. 2000 with the 
filing date of Application 09/670.182. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Botich 
et al (US 5,788,677). 

Botich discloses a medical device and an injection method having all the 
elements and steps as claimed. 

5. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Barker 
etal (US 6,569,115). 

Barker discloses a medical device (figs. 13-18) and an injection method having 
all the elements and steps as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed March 20, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

7. With respect to applicant's arguments about the references not having an earlier 
effective date, the examiner disagrees. Applicant has an effective priority date of 
September 26, 2000 with application 09/670,182. See the "Priority" section in this office 
action. Therefore, the rejections are proper.
